Hopefuls debate 
crime, budget 


8 candidates 
meet at forum

Crime and the budget took cen¬ 
ter stage when eight City Council 
candidates squared off in an 
election forum on Oct. 21. 

About 30 residents watched as 
candidates responded to ques¬ 
tions asked by the audience 
members. 

The forum was sponsored by 
Casa Placentia, Inc., an organi¬ 
zation that provides social ser¬ 
vices to residents living in the 
southern part of the city. 

The candidates are vying for 
three, four-year terms currently 
seated by John Tyens, Maria Mo¬ 
reno and Arthur Newton. The 
challengers are Adrienne Ed¬ 
mondson, Mike Stehly, Betty 
Mead, Michael Maertzweiler, 
Howard Kay, Gary Hill, Ray¬ 
mond Smith, Linda Smith and 
Edward Nodler Raymond 
Smith, Linda Smith and Edward 
Nodler did not attend. 

Some candidates said the city 
is not cutting costs as much as it 
should. 

“We need to bring sensible 
economy back to City Hall," 
Mead said. 

Stehly pointed out that City- 
Council candidates receive a $150 
stipend and health, dental and 
retirement benefits. 

"How can you expect the city 
employees and the citizens of the 
community to tighten their belts 
if you don’t do it yourself?" he 
asked. 

If elected, Stehly said he would 
forfeit the benefits except the sti¬ 
pend. 

Moreno said she was not re¬ 
ceiving retirement benefits and 
seemed to resent the implication 
that she is interested for re-elec¬ 
tion only for the benefits.

Slow sales 

City tries to aid businesses

City and Chamber of Com¬ 
merce officials are canvassing 
small business owners to deter¬ 
mine what the city can do to keep 
businesses healthy. 

And, as the recession lingers 
and businesses are coping with 
continued slow sales, City Ad¬ 
ministrator Bob D'Amato said 


the city wants to keep communi¬ 
cation lines open in an effort to 
both preserve existing business¬ 
es and attract new ones. 

The reason is simple. Sales tax 
revenues account for 25 percent 
of the city’s general fund budget 
— about $2.8 million a year. 

But, businesses also are trying 
to cope with more than just lag¬ 
ging sales.

offered 

Federal block 
grant funding

Some residents from the 
Atwood, La Jolla and Santa 
Fe neighborhoods are eligible 
for low-interest loans to fix up 
their homes. 

The federal funding is of¬ 
fered annually by the Housing 
Community Development 
Block Grant Program. Pla¬ 
centia is one of the 14 Orange 
County cities with a popula¬ 
tion of less than S0,000 people 
that must apply for funding 
through Orange County De¬ 
partment of Housing. 

The 3 percent loans are to be 
paid back through a 15-year 
period. 

To qualify for a loan, resi¬ 
dents must have household in¬ 
comes that meet low- to mod¬ 
erate-income standards set by 
Orange County. And they 
must demonstrate the ability 
to repay the loan. 

The income levels are based 
on the number of people in a 
household. For example, a 
family of four qualifies at the 
very low-income level if the 
household income is $26,350 or 
less. A family of four is con¬ 
sidered low-income if the 
household income is $36,600. A 
family of four in the moderate 
income level must make 
$62,250 or less. 

Typically the repairs in¬ 
clude plumbing, roofing, elec¬ 
trical, interior and exterior 
refurbishing. The city also has 
the option to ask for funding to 
make public improvements.

Beer, wine license denied

Attempts to pass a beer and wine 
license fell flat after planning com¬ 
missioners stalemated Tuesday 
night. 

By a 3-3 vote with Commissioner 
Dana Haas absent. The Interna¬ 
tional House of Pancakes at 
Kraemer and Chapman avenues 


won’t be able to sell alcoholic bev¬ 
erages unless it receives City 
Council approval. Tie votes are 
automatic denials. 

One resident said she didn't want 
the restaurant to sell alcohol be¬ 
cause it could create a distur¬ 
bance. However, another resident 
said the city was losing sales tax 
revenues to other cities that sell 
alcohol with meals. 


There are 23 businesses located 
within a one-mile radius of the res¬ 
taurant where alcohol can be pur¬ 
chased. 

But, Commissioner Patrick Me- 
lia said dining with a glass of wine 
is totally acceptable while adults 
drinking alcohol at a pizza parlor 
in the presence of children was 
questionable.

In the race for the three Placen¬ 
tia Yorba Linda Unified School 
District trustee seats, challenger 
Craig Olson leads the field of nine 
candidates with $4,956 in campaign 
contributions and loans. 

Olson reported contributions of 
$2,206 and he loaned his campaign 
$2,750. Olson reported expenses of 
$3,975. 

Candidates are required by state 
law to file campaign finance state¬ 
ments. The statements include 
funds raised through Sept. .30. 

Incumbent Constance Under¬ 
hill's reported a campaign fund of 
$4,548.51. Underhill raised $ 7 06 and 
loaned her campaign $2,600. Anoth¬ 
er $900 was carried over from the 
previous reporting period. 

Underhill's expenses were 
$2,510.62. 


Jerry Brakebill reported a cam¬ 
paign fund of $4,150.11 Brakebill 
raised $1,722.98 and loaned his 
campaign $2,300. Brakebill also re¬ 
ceived S12". 13 in non-monetary 
contributions. 

Brakebill's expenses were 
$3,152.28. 

Jesse Valdez reported a cam¬ 


paign fund of $4,025. He raised $25 
and loaned his campaign $4,000. 

Valdez reported expenses of 
$2,696. 

Incumbent Judy Miner's cam¬ 
paign fund was $2,925. She raised 
$925 and loaned her campaign 
$ 2 , 000 .

Yorba Linda Water District cus¬ 
tomers' bills will increase about 
$4.50 on Jan. 1. 

The increase brings rates to 76 
cents from 66 cents for 100 cubic 
feet or 748 gallons, said district as¬ 
sistant admininstrator Mike Rob¬ 


inson. 

An average family of four uses 
about 4,500 cubic feet or about 
33,660 gallons of water a month, 
Robinson said 

Eight cents of the increase cov¬ 
ers rising operating costs, Robin¬ 
son said. Two cents covers the 
$243,000 in lost property taxes after 
the governor shifted property tax¬ 
es earmarked for special districts 
to school districts.

On Nov. 3, voters will choose 
three trustees for the Placentia 
Yorba Linda Unified School Dis¬ 
trict. Incumbents Judy Miner and 
Constance Underhill are running 
for re-election. Twelve-year trust¬ 
ee Barbara Williams decided not to 
seek re-election. The challengers 
are Jerry Brakebill, Juliet Zaidi, 
Craig Olson, Henry Montelongo, 
Jesse Valdez, Roger Kavigan and 
William Crow. Winners will serve 
four-year terms. Profiles of the 
candidates follow. 

Constance Underhill 


How should the district handle the 
S4.5 million in state budget cuts? 

Olson, who is endorsed by the 
Association of Placentia Linda 
Educators, the teacher’s union, 
said he would not eliminate 
courses but would reduce them. 
Also, Olson will not consider raises 
for teachers under this economic 
climate. 

What are your priorities, if elect¬ 
ed? 

Set up a system of long-range 
planning. Work to reduce class 
size. Increase safety and alcohol 
drug abuse awareness programs. 

Where do you stand on a high 
school in Yorba Linda? 

Olson said he'll keep an open 
mind but isn’t sure now is the time 
for one. Currently the district's 
three high schools are under ca¬ 
pacity. 

The district's financial experts are 
predicting another dire budget year. 
What will you do to prepare for that? 

Currently, the district's failure 
to have any long-range plans, espe¬ 
cially financial plans, is hurting 
the district. The current board 
isn't focused in providing clear di¬ 
rection to staff and the superinten¬ 
dent If this were done, it would 
help resolve a lot of this problem.

How should the district handle the 
S4.5 million in state budget cuts? 

Zaidi said that figure is probably 
inflated because the district has a 
track record of overestimating def¬ 
icits. 

"A system of better financial 
tracking would prevent the layoff- 
reinstate problem we go through 
each year," Zaidi said. 

Also, Zaidi favors reducing ad¬ 
ministrative costs and possibly ad¬ 
ministrative positions. 

To generate funds, Zaidi will 
work with local businesses for cash 
or equipment donations. 

What are your priorities, if elect¬ 
ed? 

Zaidi's priorities are to reinstate 
the first-grade reading program, 
to make the students’ needs a top 
concern and to reinstate the ele¬ 
mentary vocal and instrumental 
music programs. 

Where do you stand on a high 
school in Yorba Linda? 

Zaidi said while Yorba Linda is 
growing, the district’s high schools 
are under capacity. Also, the dis¬ 
trict has no money to build a high 
school. 

District financial experts predict 
another dire budget year. What will 
you do to prepare for that? 

"We need to stick to the basics. 
For example, concentrate on core 
programs and spend less on the 
frills.”

Miner won't cut or reduce any one 
program or employee position but 
rather favors balanced cuts that will 
have the least impact on the 
students. 

One of Miner's revenue-generating 
ideas is to pursue tax revenue antici¬ 
pation notes, buying notes with antic¬ 
ipated tax revenues and reinvesting 
them at a higher rate. 

Miner also will push for more local 
control of finances. 

Where do you stand on a high 
school in east Yorba Linda? 

Miner will look at that issue but said 
currently the district can t afford one. 
Also. Miner isn't sure the district 
needs another high school or if one 
will best suit Yorba Linda s students. 

What are your priorities if re¬ 
elected? 

Miner will work to maintain high 


How should the district handle the 
S4.5 million in state budget cuts? 

Brakebill will eliminate non-es¬ 
sential administrative positions, 
streamline services and work with 
other agencies to avoid duplica¬ 
tion. For example. Brakebill said, 
city maintenance workers could 
handle the groundskeeping on 
school property. 

Brakebill recommends pay cuts 
for board members, eliminating 
their district-funded health insur¬ 
ance coverage and reducing their 
travel expenses. 

He does not support additional 
taxes and will work for private 
sponsorship of school athletics and 
other extra curricular activities. 

What are your priorities, if elect¬ 
ed? 

Brakebill would ensure all stu¬ 
dents get an equal opportunity for 
school programs, reducing class 
size and dealing the gang and drug 
problems on campuses. 

Where do you stand on a high 
school in Yorba Linda? 

“I support a high school in Yorba 
Linda, if it’s necessary. Currently 
there’s no space and the district 
has no money to pay for a high 
school.” 

One solution, Brakebill said, is to Craig T. Olson 
annex Esperanza High School into 
Yorba Linda from Anaheim.

But I recom¬ 
mend prudent negotiations with 
the unions, grants and seeking 
more relief from state-mandated 
costs." 

Underhill wants to push for more 
local control to ease the response to 
costly state programs. 

What are your priorities, if you are 
re-elected? 

Underhill, endorsed by the Asso¬ 
ciation of Placentia Linda Educa¬ 
tors, the teacher's union, said her 
priorities are watching the budget, 
addressing boundary changes and 
preventing the rise in gang activity 
on campuss. 

Where do you stand on a high 
school in Yorba Linda? 

"1 haven't given it any thought 
because right now we can’t afford 
one." 

District financial experts predict 
another dire budget year. What will 
you do to prepare for that? 

Underhill said she favors creat¬ 
ing a list of programs for recom¬ 
mended reduction or elimination 
based on the seriousness of finan¬ 
cial situation. The list would be 
drawn up with teachers, district 
staff and parents. 

Also, Underhill would follow her 
fellow board members in reducing 
or eliminating their stipends but 
won’t be the first to propose that. 

Board members receive $400 a 
month, determined by state law. 

Other concerns? 

Underhill wants to see better ca¬ 
reer tracking in the high schools.

void. They know they must 
watch the budget," Maertzweiler 
said. 

Every candidate said the gang 
problem is a major concern. They 
said the city needs to maintain a 
prominent police presence and 
continue support of community 
programs for youth. 

However. Kay said the gang 
problem was "not a government 
issue. It s a home issue." 

"We need to get closer to our 
children ... You’ve got to take that 
time," Kay said. 

Edmondson said the community 
needs to reach out to youth through 
"communicating and educating."

Plaza store owners cite the reces¬ 


sion as the main problem, they also 
said the low income of their clien-, 
tele could make the problem 
worse. 

But, store owners in the more 
affluent northern sections of the 
city are facing the same problem. 

Business is down 20 percent at 
Vista Verde Liquor in the Vista 
Verde Shopping Center at Bastan- 
chury Road and Kraemer Avenue. 
“If you don’t have money, what are 
you gonna buy?” manager Willy 
Zayed said. 


Tony Manzella of Tony’s Little 
Italy Italian Deli said he's barely 
surviving this year. 

“Everybody I talk to is moving 
out or has lost their jobs,” Man¬ 
zella said. 

Although some industrial busi¬ 
nesses are bearing the brunt of the 
recession, Slota said the problem 
with a struggling business commu¬ 
nity remains and the city wants to 
help.

OUR OPINION 


Voters need to protect themselves from the greed of government 


T he North County News 
does not advocate partici¬ 
pation in elections be¬ 
cause we believe that voting 
tends to sanction a system of 
political government based on 
the use of force through major¬ 
ity rule There is some question, 
though, whether we are still 
governed by majority rule or by 
political edict 

We do not endorse candi¬ 
dates. having come to expect 
those elected to public office 
not to keep their campaign 
promises. Like most members 
of society, officeholders are op¬ 
portunists. And in politics, the 
opportunistic course of action 
rarely advances the liberty and 
progress of mankind. 

However, we recognize that 
many who share our belief in 
human freedom regard voting 
as a means of self-defense 
against people and schemes 
appearing on the ballot as initia¬ 
tives. For that reason, we ex¬ 
press positions on the 
propositions. Our stand on the 
propositions is taken as a guide 
for people wishing to safeguard 
themselves from government 
greed and protectionism 
We prescribe the following: 

PROPOSITION 155: Au¬ 
thorizes S900 million in general 
obligation bonds for construc¬ 
tion. reconstruction and modern¬ 
ization of K-12 schools. 
Recommendation: Double 
the above figure. With interest 
that will be the payback obliga¬ 
tion for the next generation. The 
taxpayers already are paying off 


too many mortgages NO! 

■ 

PROPOSITION 156: Au¬ 
thorizes $1 billion in general ob¬ 
ligation bonds to acquire rights- 
of-way and otherwise finance a 
public rail system 
Recommendation: Some rail 
bonds approved in the past 
have never been issued. And 
government already over-subsi- 
dizes public transporation Prop 
156 would increase subsidiza¬ 
tion. NO!

PROPOSITION 157: Re¬ 
quires all state-owned toll roads 
or highways leased to private 
entities to be made toll-free af¬ 
ter the lease expires or after 35 
years 

Recommendation: The na¬ 
tion's government highways 
should be turned over to free 
enterprisers. Government 
should then step aside — after 
removing all taxes earmarked 
for transportation needs. Toll 
roads offer the one real hope 
for the ailing transportation cor¬ 
ridors. NO!

PROPOSITIONS 158 and 

159: Prop. 158 creates an in¬ 
dependent Office of California 
Analyst and Prop 159 creates 
an Office of Auditor General. 
Recommendation: Both of¬ 
fices would help keep lawmak¬ 
ers in Sacramento in line, but 
under a new financial support 
structure for the offices, about 
$10 million would be freed-up 
for the free-spenders in the 
Legislature. Both circumvent

Prop 140 guidelines Let's rob 
the "legal plunderers" for a 
change NO!

PROPOSITION 160: Per¬ 
mits Legislature to exempt from 
property taxation the home of a 
person (or a person s spouse) 
who died while on active mili¬ 
tary duty from a service-con¬ 
nected injury and disease. 
Recommendation: Any law 
that eliminates a tax obligation 
for any segment of society is a 
good one While it should go 
further than it does to include 
other property-owner exemp¬ 
tions, Prop.

PROPOSITION 161: Per¬ 
mits a mentally competent adult 
who has been diagnosed as ter¬ 
minally ill to request a willing 
physician to terminate his her 
life.

Grants boards of public em¬ 
ployee retirement systems sole 
authority over investments and 
administration. 
Recommendation: Prop 
162 is billed as a pension-sys¬ 
tem "protection" law, but since 
it protects the protectors from 
scrutiny by higher authorities, it 


provides little, if any, protection 
And with public pensions being 
more generous than pensions in 
the private sector, taxpayers 
aren't served by this promised 
protection. Better that Prop 162 
would cut the fat from public 
pensions. NO! 

■ 

PROPOSITION 163: Pro 

hibits new sales and use taxes 
on food products that are ex¬ 
empt from such taxation under 
existing law. Repeals the sales 
tax on snack food 
Recommendation: The only 
good tax measure is one that 
reduces or repeals taxes Prop 
163 is appealing because it re¬ 
peals a tax YES! 

■ 

PROPOSITION 164: Im 

poses term limits on the state s 
representatives in Congress 
and the U S. Senate. 
Recommendation: The 
growth of political power is 
equal to the number of years a 
public official has to nourish that 
growth. Limiting the term of a 
public official can nip that power 
growth in the bud YES! 

■ 

PROPOSITION 165: 

Grants the governor constitu¬ 
tional power to declare a fiscal 
emergency under certain condi¬ 
tions and reduce expenditures 
to balance the budget. 
Recommendation: Some¬ 
thing or someone needs to cut 
spending. The something — the 
collective muddling of the state 
Legislature — hasn't cut the 
mustard. Perhaps giving the 


governor enhanced power to 
derail the spendthrifts in Sacra¬ 
mento will work. It’s worth a try 

YES!

PROPOSITION 166: Re¬ 
quires employers to provide ba¬ 
sic health care coverage for 
employees who work more than 
17.5 hours per week. 
Recommendation: Govern¬ 
ment mandates are already 
driving many businesses to the 
poor house. Another costly po¬ 
litical commandment isn't 
needed. Prop 166 will cut jobs 
for those who can least afford 
to lose then. And it will increase 
consumer costs NO! 

■ 

PROPOSITION 167: In¬ 
creases taxes on high-income 
citizens and corporations Hikes 
tax liabilities for banks. Raises 
taxes on business property 
through reassessment. Adds 
more tax liability to the oil 
industry. 

Recommendation: This bal¬ 
lot measure is the boondoggle 
of them all. It makes it seem 
that only the super rich, the oil 
companies and big corporations 
will have their wallets picked. 
Voters should be aware that 
none of the above pay taxes. 
Their customers pay the taxes 
through higher prices. If Prop 
167 passes, look for higher gas¬ 
oline prices at the pumps and 
an inflationary spiral to prices 
for the consumer. And please, 
don't confuse Prop 167 with 
Prop 163 Prop. 167 is really a 
tax increase for all Californians 
NO!

Class size: A promise 
broken by school board 


The promise to reduce class si/e 
has not been kept. 

Again this year, class sizes grew 
in the Placentia Yorba Linda Uni¬ 
fied School District. 

In May 1992, statistics from the 
Orange County Department of 
Education showed Placentia- 
Yorba Linda Unified School Dis¬ 
trict ranked first in largest class 
sizes among 24 county districts. 
Yet the school board voted to raise 
class size again this year. 

Last spring the state said it 
would penalize the district $400,000 
for exceeding the legal class-size 
ratios. Staff eventually secured a 
“waiver" of the penalty from the 
state Board of Education. 

Four years ago the leaders of the 
district campaigned to convince all 
voters that merging the IK,000-stu¬ 
dent Placentia District with the 
1,800-student Yorba Linda Elemen¬ 
tary School District would greatly 
enhance the fiscal picture for all 
the schools. The written promise 
was that “ ... students will gain by 
... additional funds to further re¬ 
duce class size." 

The merging of the two districts 


brought the newly formed district 
from "low wealth" to " high 
wealth” status among school dis¬ 
tricts in California. The year of the 
merger, July 1989, the dollar 
amount per student of Placentia 
youngsters increased approxi¬ 
mately $440, an increase of 1ft per¬ 
cent . 

Our school board voted to in¬ 
crease class sizes in school year 
1991-92, and again in 1992-9,1 by au¬ 
thorizing reduction-in-force no¬ 
tices, alias pink slips, to many 
teachers. The board followed the 
recommendation of the superinten¬ 
dent who administers the district 
and prepares the financial analysis 
and budget. Rhetoric from the pro¬ 
fessional educators blames the fi¬ 
nancial woes completely upon the 
state and the economy. Compared 
with surrounding districts, our 
class sizes have incrased more 
dramatically. 

Class size is important to my 
children and me. I'll remember 
this when I vote for school board 
members Nov. 3.

Accountability is needed 


People blame Sacramento for 
the financial woes of the Placentia- 
Yorba Linda Unified School Dis¬ 
trict. But many of these problems 
are generated by decisions at the 
local level and could he dealt with 
by the board of education and ad¬ 
ministrative staff. 

The anguish over school funding 
inflicts much controversy, endan¬ 
gering the whole system. Yet, 
there is much good in public educa¬ 
tion, especially in the local district. 
Academic test scores are high and 
rising, volunteers eagerly donate 
hours of classroom service, em¬ 
ployees are dedicated and many go 
far beyond their job descriptions, 
athletic teams and musical groups 
achieve in competition and thou¬ 
sands of youngsters are growing 
daily in their own individual ways. 

Behind these education "posi¬ 
tives" are the numerous groups 
with their chantings. 

Not many of these groups focus 
attention on the process that actu¬ 
ally spends the schools' money. 
The school board authorized 
spending $93 million this year. To 
establish the budget, the adminis¬ 
trative staff presented seven esti¬ 
mates to the board of education, 
adjusting and revising projections, 
recommending adjustments to 
programs for the coming year, and 
adopting the final budget in June. 

In the past several years, stu¬ 
dents have lost much, including 
counselors, elementary vocal mu¬ 
sic teachers, first-grade reading 
teachers. There has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in class size, placing 
classes among the largest in the 


county. 

There is opportunity for local de¬ 
termination of many of these edu¬ 
cational decisions. Yet, entirely 
too much energy is redirected at 
Sacramento, thus lifting attention 
from the local governmental unit 
that is closely responsible for local 
decisions. Trips to Sacramento and 
letter-writing campaigns to legis¬ 
lators have their place only when 
used in conjunction with activity 
and interest in local school board 
decisions. 

The "deficit" is a major topic 
these days. Of course, that of the 
school district pales in comparison 
with the federal, but many educa¬ 
tional decisions are made on the 
projections of the difference be¬ 
tween income and expenditures. In 
mid-December 1991, the deficit for 
the year was projected as Sft.h mil¬ 
lion. In March, many layoff notices 
were issued. By the time the year's 
financial books were closed on 
June 30,1992, the actual deficit was 
$2.3 million. 

The "ending balance," also a de¬ 
termining factor in major deci¬ 
sions on programs, moved from a 
projected low in December of $4.1 
million, to an actual ending bal¬ 
ance of $8.3 million 

We must ask the questions, state 
opinions and hold our local leaders 
accountable for how they are man¬ 
aging our schools and our re¬ 
sources.

Recognizing ‘top guns’

Placentia's top guns. To 
her, every veteran is a top 
gun who should be honored at the 
fourth annual Veteran's Day Ob¬ 
servance Program set for li) a m. 
Monday at the Kraemer Park 
Memorial Fountain. 

"We should let all these people 
know how proud we are of them." 
Muir said. 

Muir, Veteran's Advisory Com¬ 
mittee chairwoman, became in¬ 
volved with committee after her 
daughter served in the Persian 
Gulf War. 

Next week's program, spon¬ 
sored by the city’s Veteran’s Ad¬ 
visory Committee, will feature 
guest speakers Jim Segovia, who 
as a member of the California 
National Guard worked to restore 
order during the Los Angeles ri¬ 
ots, and Albert Miranda, a Viet 
nam veteran who was attached to 
the First Infantry Division 

The committee was formed in 
April of 1991 shortly after the Per¬ 
sian Gulf War 

The group's objective is to 
build a monument to honor all 
Placentia veterans. For more 
than a year the committee has 
been collecting the names of Pla¬ 
centia veterans who served as far 
back as World War II. 

Committee members have 
spent numerous hours research¬ 
ing hundreds of pages of docu¬ 
ments seeking the names of Pla¬ 
centia veterans. So far, the com¬ 
mittee has collected 166 names. 

“It’s a long and tedious project 
but we re getting close to the 
end,” Muir said. 

The committee presented its 
plans to the City Council on Oct. 6 
and is still awaiting city approv¬ 
al. 

The memorial consists of a cen¬ 
ter panel of white Georgia marble 
and two side panels of black 
granite. The center column will 
display the names of those killed

in action. It will list about 30 
names on each side. 

The service emblems of the 
five military branches will deco¬ 
rate the top of the middle col¬ 
umn. 

Each side panel will hold about 
175 names on both sides of the 


monument. The monument will 
hold a total of 770 names. 

A bronze identification plaque 
and a directory listing the name, 
rank and branch of service will 
be next to the monument. 

The committee defines a Pla¬ 
centia veteran as someone who 


was educated or raised in Placen¬ 
tia or lists Placentia as their 
hometown upon entering the ser¬ 
vice.

As she sifted through the pre¬ 
manufactured costumes at a local 
discount mart, Alexis larocci re¬ 
membered fondly the Halloweens 
of her past and lamented sadly the 
holiday’s present state. 

Born and raised in the Midwest, 
larocci, 49, recalled crisp fall days, 
hayrides, pumpkin-picking, apple 
cider and cinnamon donuts. 

She smiled at the memories of 
countless Halloweens when she 
and her sister donned their father's 
old clothes, darkened their faces 
with burnt cork and went trick-or- 
treating as hobos, 

Halloween is different for Iar- 
occi now. She was buying costumes 
for her children in 90-degrees heat. 
People only took hayrides on "The 
Waltons." The days of creative 
costuming were gone, replaced by 
pre-made masks and disguises. 

"It's not like the Halloweens that 
I used to know," said larocci, the 
mother of three young girls. "I can 
handle all the changes. But what 
really bothers me is how danger¬ 
ous it is for kids anymore. 

“Now you don't know what to do. 
The kids want to go, but you’re 
afraid somebody's going to put 
something in their bag or snatch 
them off the streets.”

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SCARY: Halloween enjoys long tradition

tion, it should not surprise anyone 
who’s seen the ghouls, goblins, 
ghosts and other unearthly beings 
shifting through the dark fall night 
that Halloween enjoys strong pa¬ 
gan roots. 

It is believed that the ancient 
Druids first observed Halloween in 
Ireland several centuries ago. 

In their agriculturally based cal¬ 
endar, the final day of October sig¬ 
nified the end of the harvest season 
and, therefore, the end of the Druid 
year. 

They believed that on this day, 
the lord of the dead, Saman, called 
forth evil spirits and ghosts and set 
them upon the weak and unpre¬ 
pared. Saman granted the evil 
dead this day to recompense them 
for their loyalty. 

But the Druids fought back by 
constructing great bonfires to 
w'ard off the evil spirits. They don¬ 
ned costumes and disguises to con¬ 
fuse and befuddle them. 

Before long, those colorful gath¬ 
erings became Druid traditions. At 
the end of each harvest period, 
they would come together in cos¬ 
tumes, build fires and celebrate 
with food and drink. 

After the Druids faded off into 
antiquity, the largely Christian 
Celts claimed Ireland for them¬ 
selves. However, the Celts re¬ 
tained many pagan customs, tradi¬ 
tions and, indeed, fears. 

Because Halloween also repre¬ 
sented the final chapter of their 
calendar year, the Celts believed it 
to be a day of reckoning, a time 
when the good became separated 
from the evil. 

In an effort to ward off or confuse 
the bad spirits, the ancient Celts 
dressed in masks and costumes

and waited out the night in front of 
great fires. 

The Celts also believed that the 
spirits of the dead visited their for¬ 
mer homes on Halloween evening. 
The costumes and masks were 
used to addle their would-be tor¬ 
mentors. 

Even though many Halloween 
customs were already in existence 
by the time they alit on the British 
Isles, the Romans are credited 
with applying their own touch to 
the holiday, some of which remain 
in practice today. 

The Romans held harvest festi¬ 
vals on the first day of November 
to honor the goddess Pomona, their 
deity of fruits and trees. 

Since in their belief Pomona held 
sway over the yields of the field, 
many Roman pre-November 1 cel¬ 
ebrations involved fruits and vege¬ 
tables. 

The Romans reportedly floated 
fruit in a bucket of water and then 
challenged others to rescue it with¬ 
out using their hands. Bobbing for 
apples is a practice that many of 
today's Halloween revelers still en¬ 
joy. 

The Romans also painted faces 
and countenances on various 
squash and vegetables of the field. 
One particularly creative Roman 
inadvertently started what would 
become a revered tradition by 
carving a face on a pumpkin. 

By the time European explorers 
began arriving on the North Amer¬ 
ican shore, many of the practices 
of Halloween were already firmly 
in place. 


Leave it to the American to push 
the envelope on Halloween, howev¬ 
er. It is generally regarded that the 
tradition of playing pranks on un¬ 
suspecting citizens began in the 
United States. 

It is not sure whether these 
masked marauders were trying to 
mirror the alleged evil spirits of 
the past, or simply disguising 
themselves to avoid detection, but 
the practice of costuming soon be¬ 
came entrenched. 

Halloween became tarnished in 
the past several decades, but is re¬ 
cently enjoying a resurgence. 

The violence, vandalism and 
wanton indulgences turned off 
many people, as did the unconscio¬ 
nable and disgraceful practice of 
spiking candy with razor blades 
and poisons. 

Parents and guardians were un¬ 
derstandably horrified when re¬ 
ports of these kinds of crimes be¬ 
gan surfacing. Many refused to al¬ 
low their children out on 

Halloween, but many others took 
another route by offering free can¬ 
dy inspections or holding con¬ 
trolled trick-or-treat sessions. 

These days it's not unusual for 
malls or shopping centers to spon¬ 
sor their own candy giveaways. 
Moreover, many churches, 
schools, service groups, communi¬ 
ty organizations and neighborhood 
councils sponsor their own Hallow¬ 
een celebrations.

It has been a while since there 
has been such drama in a league 
that is normally so bland.

But it is his offensive capabili¬ 
ties that have made him especial¬ 
ly visible this year. He is not only 
the Tigers’ primary offensive 
threat, but one of the top prep 
backs in Orange County. He es¬ 
tablished himself as such at a 
time when it counted most. 

Coming ott a 31-3 loss to El Do¬ 
rado Sept. 25 — Valencia’s second 
loss in as many weeks — the Ti¬ 
gers needed to get back on the 
winning track. Draft's 230-yard, 
three-touchdown performance led 
Valencia to a 34-0 win over Cen¬ 
tral the next week. 

That was a month ago, and the 
Tigers, now 5-2, haven’t lost 
since.

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Some brokerages are suffering 


Recent announcements by Coldwell 
Banker and Century 21 Kmery indicate 
the current real estate market is harder 
on some brokerage firms than others. 

Coldwell Banker, headquartered m 
Mission Viejo and the country's largest 
single residential brokerage firm, will 
be sold by its parent company, Sears 

The move by Sears to sell CB Resi¬ 
dential is not an indication of non-per¬ 
formance on the part of the real estate 
giant It is. instead, a strategy of Sears 
to consolidate its retailing efforts by a 
spin-off of most of its financial services 
operations. Sears also plans to sell its 
Dean, Whittier, Reynolds and Discover 
Card units. 

CB Residential has long been rumored 
to be the most profitable of the 
country's largest real estate broker¬ 
ages. The firm has a reputation for 
quickly closing offices with marginal 
performance. Its office closures during 
the current market downturn can be 
partly credited to the firm's continued 
strength in reducing costs at a minimal 
expense to its market share 

CB Residential is a stand alone unit of 
Sears, with little — if any — hands-on 
interaction with Sears top management 
That makes the division an ideal, low 
maintenance, cash generating target for 
the right buyer 

And there has been plenty of specula

turn regarding who the right buyer is 
Although Sears' timing is not prfect, 
CB's position in the marketplace and its 
profitability.will most likely result in a 
record sales price for a brokerage firm 

This fact alone limits the number of 
potential buyers for the firm. Possible 
candidates include the financing arms 
of Ford Motor Corporation and General 
Motors. Both offer home purchase fi¬ 
nancing, and such an acquisition could 
substantially increase their market 
share in financial services. 

Another possible candidate is General 
Electric. It, too. has a financing unit, as 


well as the country's largest private 
mortgage insurance firm. There is also 
a possibility that current management 
may attempt a purchase through an im 
tial stock offering. 

Regardless of who the buyer may be, 
CB managers in Mission Viejo swear it 
will be "business as usual." 

Another local brokerage firm is con¬ 
sidering wholesale changes in the way it 
does business. Century 21 Emery, not 
long ago the largest and most successful 
of all Century 21 franchises, has in¬ 
formed its sales associates it will leave 
the real estate network as quickly as it 
can. The announcement confirms ru¬ 
mors of owner Jim Emery's dissatisfac¬ 
tion with the Century 21 system, and of 
his firm's struggles to maintain costs 
after considerable growth during the 
1980s. 

Emery has recently sold his Orange 
and Palm Springs offices, and has made 
numerous local management changes 
within his organization. 

Leaving the system will add substan¬ 
tially to his firm’s bottom line. Fran¬ 
chise fees at Century 21 are six percent 
of gross revenues, plus an additional 
two percent for local and national ad¬ 
vertising expenses. Saving the eight per¬ 
cent in costs will allow Emery to better 


pay his sales associates, and to increase 
the firm's net revenues. 

What are his options? It is no secret 
that he and Prudential California Real¬ 
ty, the local franchisee of the parent or¬ 
ganization, are in talks about a new 
franchise agreement which would see a 
merger of Emery’s offices with local 
Prudential offices. Emery is rumored to 
be holding out for as large an exclusive 
territory as he can lock up in his negoti¬ 
ations. 

Emery could also go his own way, 
forming a formidable independent bro¬ 
kerage firm Southern California is a 
proving ground for large independents 
such as Tarbell and First Team, both of 
which were formed here and have 
grown to become among the country's 
largest and most aggressive. 

Emery has just a few months in 
which to make his decision. His current 
franchise agreement expires in the 
spring of 1993.
